The Egyptian ministry has collected petition 
signatures from Egypt, the UK, Belgium and 
Canada, in its bid to halt the sale of the stat¬ 
ue, which belonged to the Marquess of 
Northampton. 

Antiquities minister Mamdouh el-Damaty 
said he was “astonished” the sale was going 
ahead and urged everyone to join the cam¬ 
paign to save it from sale. 

He has addressed the International Council 
of Museums to stop the sale, which he said 
“breaches all museum ethics”. 

Northampton Borough Council said Egypt 
had no claim on the statue.

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Cop ‘drugged and raped’ wife 


A US police officer killed his 
family and then himself in a 
shooting rampage after his 
Northampton wife found out he 
had been drugging and raping 
her while filming it.

“You drugged and raped 
me,” Mrs Boren texted, fol¬ 


lowed by four more texts with 
only the word ‘raped’, accord¬ 
ing to the report. 

The next day, Boren used his 
police gun to shoot Kelly, their 
children Hayley, 5, and Jayden, 
7, and his mother-in-law 
before turning the gun on him¬ 
self.

Editor’s 
Letter 

Children’s services 
are improving - tell 
us what you think 

We heard this week that Northampton¬ 
shire’s plan to save children’s services 
is on track. 

Ofsted had condemned the county’s 
social care for minors as “inadequate” - 
the lowest rating it could get - after a 
sea of troubles overwhelmed the ser¬ 
vice in recent years, not least several 
tragic and distressing fatalities. 

Various measures have been taken 
and the independent chair of the coun¬ 
ty’s improvement board, Christine 
Davies, has written to children’s minis¬ 
ter Edward Timpson with her second 
quarterly progress report. 

She’s giving a cautious thumbs up but 
says there is still a long way to go. 

The detail talks about better manage¬ 
ment oversight and the setting up of a 
hub so all the relevant services can 
share important information about the 
children they encounter. 

There is a big idea about a Social 
Worker Academy to improve recruit¬ 
ment and retention because 
Northamptonshire is 84 social workers 
short of its full complement of around 
360. 

( We know what the world 
is like these days - even a 
full complement of social 
workers isn’t enough * 



Don’t get me wrong: this is good. It 
sounds like something that was spiral¬ 
ling is being brought back under con¬ 
trol. But let’s give ourselves a little 
pinch. We know what the world is like 
these days. We know that probably 
even the goal of a full complement of 
360 social workers won’t be enough. 

It probably won’t ever be achieved. 
Social care is a very unglamorous cate¬ 
gory on the balance sheet these days. 

And a Social Worker Academy, on the 
face of it, seems more like a good way of 
getting trainee social workers to com¬ 
mit to Northamptonshire than a way of 
anchoring in experienced profession¬ 
als. We’ll see what’s in the pot when the 
tough decisions come round at budget 
setting time. 

In the meantime, if you are a county 
social worker who will share with us 
the reality of the conditions, hours and 
challenges you face day to day we will 
publish them anonymously so you can 
speak freely. Tell us what it is really 
like.

Bishop abseils 
down lift tower

The Bishop of Brixworth, 
the Rt Revd John 
Holbrook, abseiled 
down the Express Lift 
Tower in Northampton 
on Saturday. 

He followed 85-year-old 
Fred Samwell, who broke 
the record as the oldest 
person ever to make the 
400-foot descent. 

Together with several 
other members of the 
Kingsthorpe group of 
churches, the two men 
were helping to raise 
funds for ongoing repairs 
to St John’s, St Mark’s and 
St David’s churches 
including the organ at St 
John’s which is due to 
undergo a £30,000 refit 
later this year. 

A relieved Bishop John 
told the Northants Herald 
after his scary abseil: 
“That was absolutely 
terrifying, but what an 
amazing experience it 
was. 

“Before I arrived, I kept 
thinking ‘can I do this, 
can I do this?’, and now I 
have. 

“I refused to look down, 
because that would’ve 
been horrible. 

“When I reached the 
top, I couldn’t believe it. 
The views are amazing, 
you’ve got the whole 
town spilled out in front 
of you, and one of the 
best bits is you can see 
Sixfields and Franklin’s 
Gardens, so you can 
watch both teams win¬ 
ning at the same time! So 


yes, it was great fun.” 

Speaking a couple of 
days after the abseil, 
Bishop John still finds it 
hard to believe he man¬ 
aged to do it. 

“Every time I drive 
through the town I keep 
looking at the tower and 
thinking ‘I can’t believe I 
did that’. When I was 
asked to do this a month 
ago, I thought I was being 
asked to abseil down a 
church tower. It was only 
two weeks ago when I 
realised it was actually 
the lift tower. I just 
thought to myself 


‘help!’.” This wasn’t the 
first time Bishop John 
has abseiled, as he often 
does so on the cliffs of 
Dorset. 

However, he admits he 
has never had a liking for 
heights. 

“I even get nervous 
walking on the inside of a 
path on a cliff,” he said. 

“But, having said that, I 
would definitely go back. 
Although I’m not sure I 
would want to be climb¬ 
ing up there again!” 

The combined effort 
raised more than £1,000 
for the church repairs.

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Topping the charts as rock ‘n’ roll hot bed 


Reporter LAWRENCE JOHN discovers 
why Northampton was a hot bed for 
music in the 1960s/1970s attracting 
some of the best bands in the wor 




In the 1960s and 1970s there was 
one place in the world which was 
the hot spot for live music - 
Northampton. 

For many it was the epicentre of 
the music universe where the big¬ 
gest bands on the planet would 
surface without anyone noticing. 

Acts like The Beatles, The Rolling 
Stones, The Who, Portishead, AC/ 
DC, The Bee Gees, Free, Black 
Sabbath, Bob Marley and the Jeff 
Beck group, which included Rod 
Stewart and Rolling Stones’ guitar¬ 
ist Ronnie Wood, all played in the 
county at one point during these 
two decades. 

Not only was it a hot bed for live 
bands, it also produced great musi¬ 
cians like Ian Flunter, who once 
worked at British Timkin, and went 
on to have huge success in the 70s 
with Mott the Hoople. 

Capturing this dynamic period of 
history was never going to be easy 
but former Northamptonian 
Derrick Thompson has done it in 
his second book, Have Guitars Will 


Travel.. .volume 2 1967-69. It follows 
on from Have Guitars Will Travel, 
which focused on the music scene 
in Northampton between 1957 and 
1966. 

Volume 2 recreates the music 
scene in Northampton between 
1967 and 1979 and focuses on the 
100 plus local groups who 
performed over those years in 
venues such as the Black Lion, The 
Racehorse, and The Racecourse 
Pavilion among other pubs, clubs, 
churches, village halls and 
working men’s clubs. 

The book also follows a select 
group of musicians who, having 
kicked off their musical career in 
Northampton, took it further and 
left the town to seek fame and 
fortune elsewhere. 

These include Ian Hunter - Mott 
the Hoople, Mark Griffiths - 
Southern Comfort/David Essex 
Band, Roger Swallow - Albion 
Country Band/Al Stewart band, Roy 
Civil, Maurice Merry, Loz Marriott 
and Alan Savage. 

Discussing the new book, Derrick 
said: “I spoke to 150 musicians and 
met about 50 face-to-face. 

“The fact was Northampton was a 
hotbed of music. 

“There were hundreds of groups 
playing here every week but very 
few really went on to be big. 

“It seems individual musicians 
went on to bigger and better things, 
like Ian Hunter. 

“The main reason was you had to 
leave Northampton to progress and 
many did not want to do this. 


“If you lived in London or 
Birmingham you did not have to 
give up anything, especially a job, 
by moving away. 

“It was very much a small town 
mentality to stay put and play safe.” 

Derrick also discovered a wide 
range of venues where these groups 
performed in town including The 
Fantasia, The County Cricket Club, 
The Drill Hall, The Maple Ballroom 
and Shades. 

Between 1963 and 1965, both The 
Beatles and The Rolling Stones 
(pictured left) played shows at ABC 
Cinema in Abington Square, 
Northampton, which is now the 
Jesus Centre/Deco theatre building. 


Derrick was lucky enough to see 
The Beatles twice in Northampton. 

Once in March 1963 and again in 
November of the same year. 

One of his other most treasured 
gigs was actually in Spalding where 
he saw Jimi Hendrix, Cream and 
Pink Floyd all on the same bill. 

Derrick will be signing copies of 
his book at the NN Cafe in Guildhall 
Road, Northampton on Friday, July 
25, from 8pm. 

The book is on sale at Waterstones 
in Abington Street, and Spiral 
Archive in St Michaels Road. 

It costs £19.95 and will also shortly 
be available to buy on eBay and 
Amazon.

Cllr Harker said he had 
come under a lot of political 
pressure about this decision 
but he felt it was the 
right thing to do. 

He said: “I believe 
it is important for 
Northampton to 
call it 

Northampton 
Castle Station ^ 
despite the railway ^ 
company (Network 
Rail) wanting to call in 
Northampton Station. 

“This name (Northampton 
Castle Station) is part of the 


town’s heritage as it is on the 
site of the old castle. 

“Yes, it will cost us to change 
the name but I believe it is 
worth it in the long term to 
protect and preserve 
^ partofNorthampton’s 
heritage. 

“I am sure some 
people will be crit¬ 
ical of this but I 
believe in protect- 
ing the heritage of 
Northampton.” 

The new station will 
open to passengers in the 
autumn while Northampton 
Castle Station will fully open 
in February 2015.

Closure fears of 
‘scared’ resident

A cerebral palsy sufferer who 
calls Hampton House her 
‘home’ could soon find her¬ 
self being thrown out if plans 
to close it get the go ahead. 

Nicky Thompson, 54, who 
has lived in the care home 
since she was 16 years old, 
fears that she will be left on 
her own if the residential 
home is shut by Scope, the 
charity that runs it. 

The reason behind the 
planned closure is Scope 
think the home is ‘old fash¬ 
ioned’ and feel more disabled 
people are choosing to live in 
the community. 

If the proposal goes ahead, 
Hampton House could shut 
its doors within the next 
year, and would leave resi¬ 
dents having to find new 
accommodation for them¬ 
selves or be moved to a new 
care home by Scope. 

Speaking to the Northants 
Herald and Post, Nicky’s 
tearful sister Beverley 
Angell said: “We feel shocked 
and stunned that they are 
even considering this, mainly 
because we feel that a little 
community has been created 
here and to split them up is so 
uncaring and inhuman. 

“They have been together 
for so long and they depend 
on each other - why ruin that? 

“Nicky is terrified of what 
could happen and she’s hav¬ 
ing sleepless nights because 
of it, she even calls me on the 
phone in tears sometimes - 
it’s just so heartbreaking.

“It’s getting to a point now 
where it’s spiralling out of my 
control and there is nothing 
we can do about it.” 

Nicky’s disability means she 
finds it difficult to talk, but 
when we interviewed her and 
her sister, she managed to say 
these heartfelt words: “I feel 
scared if I am alone. If I fall 
over, what do I do?” 

Before news of the possible 
closure was revealed last 
year, Beverley was hit with 
the devastating news that she 
had breast cancer. 


Although she has now 
fully recovered from it, she 
fears it may return as the 
impact of the closure is 
hitting families of the rela¬ 
tives hard, including her¬ 
self. 

Trying to hold back her 
tears in a video interview, 
which you can find on our 
website, she continued: “I 
have had sleepless nights 
thinking about the closure. 

“But I really can’t let myself 
become ill again. I have to 
try to control myself and stay 
strong for her.” 

When we contacted Scope 
about the proposed closure, 
Richard Hawkes, chief exec¬ 
utive of the disability charity 
said: “We do understand that 
the proposal has caused a lot 
of anxiety for those affected. 

“We are committed to talk¬ 
ing to residents and families, 
and have been doing so since 
October last year, so that they 
have the opportunity to share 
their views. 

“We don’t believe in one- 
size-fits-all care. Every indi¬ 
vidual in our care homes is 
different. We can’t predict 
where and with whom they 
will want to live if the homes 
do close. But we guarantee 
we will support people to 
work with the councils who 
fund their care and support 
to move on to their new 
homes.” 

Despite the plans, Beverley 
is insisting she will not give 
up, adding: “We shall not be 
moved. 

“If they want us out, they 
are going to have to drag us 
out.”

Sometimes it’s the simple things 
in life that are the most compli¬ 
cated.

Unearthing history

An exciting historical 
discovery has been made in 
Northamptonshire. 

As we revealed last week, a 
team of archaeologists work¬ 
ing at Chester Farm in 
Wellingborough have 
unearthed a small Roman 
cemetery containing 25 
skeletons. 

Chester Farm is a unique 
and important site in the 
county and in the words of 
lead archaeologist Ian 
Meadows it contains ‘1,000 
years of history in one place’. 

The land, owned by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, includes Roman 
and medieval settlements 
including the deserted 
village of Chester-by-the- 
Water. 

There is also a complex of 
farm buildings, dating from 
the 17th to 20th centuries, 
while extensive ironstone 
extraction took place in the 
late 19th and early 20th 
centuries. 

The archaeological dig at 
the site was assisted by 
students from the University 
of Leicester and members of 
the Higham Ferrers 
Archaeological Group, but 
the discovery of the Roman 


cemetery was completely 
unexpected. 

The graves were discovered 
in an area which was once 
the Roman town of Irchester. 

Looking out across the site, 
Mr Meadows said the town 
would have measured 800m 
by 400m. 

He said these were not 
invading Romans buried 
here but Romani Britons 
who were integrated into the 
Roman Empire and a Roman 
way of life in this country. 

Mr Meadows explained: 
“This is a small cemetery 
from the late Roman period 
which includes teenagers to 
mature adults. 

“This is a 4th century 
burial with the skeletons 


found lying on their backs in 
large pits surrounded by 
stones. 

“The skeletons have gener¬ 
ally been well preserved and 
were of poor people from an 
urban/rural area who were 
buried with what they 
owned. 

“There were no grave goods 
buried with the bodies 
although if they put bread, 
pieces of food or shoes with 
the body for the journey into 
the afterlife then it would 
have all rotted. 

“We did find some small 
and large stones around the 
bodies. 

“We do not as yet know if 
the stones were significant 
or not.

ditches we found odds and 
ends like a skull of a horse. 

“These ditches were places 
where all the rubbish was 
dumped.” 

One of the people involved 
in the dig was Pat Barber, 
from Higham Ferrers 
Archaeological Group, who 


said: “I am one of four 
amateurs who have ben 
working on the site for two or 
three days. 

“It has been really great to 
have been involved in the 
dig.” 

The skeletons will now be 
studied to determine if they 
are male or female. 

The team will also try to 
find out what was the cause 
of their death and what they 
can tell us about this period 
of history in Northamp¬ 
tonshire.

The Citroen C4 Cactus looks unlike any 
other vehicle on the road thanks to its 
Airbump side cladding and a whole host 
of other bold details. Under the skin, 
it’s much the same as a C3, which isn’t 
quite so avant-garde, but as a comfort¬ 
able and simple city scoot, it has much 
to commend it.

Northampton Saints will be returning to Milton 
Keynes' stadiummk next season to host 
Saracens in the Aviva Premiership. 

The league game between the two sides - a 
repeat of last year’s final - will take place at the 
32,000 capacity ground on April 25 of next year. 

Saints have agreed to switch the clash from 
Franklin’s Gardens to help England Rugby 2015 
with their preparations for the Rugby World Cup 
- which features stadiummk as a venue for three 
matches. 

The game is an opportunity to test the match 
day operations with a large rugby crowd. 

Northampton have previously played three 
Heineken Cup matches in Milton Keynes and set 
the attendance record for the stadium of 22,220 
against Munster in January 2012. 

Sarries also hosted Saints at the home of foot¬ 
ball club MK Dons in December 2012, when a last 
gasp Stephen Myler penalty cannoned off the bar 
to condemn Northampton to a 17-16 defeat. 

Saints chief executive Allan Robson says that 
the game against Saracens can kick start a big 
year of rugby in the area. 

“Having a successful Rugby World Cup will 
benefit the growth of English rugby as a whole, 
and by working to ensure that stadiummk is 
ready to host matches we will also be helping to 
develop the sport in our region,” he said. 

“We carefully weighed up the pros and cons of 
moving the game, but in the end the board of 
directors made a unanimous decision because 
we believe that it is in the longer-term interests of 
all parties. 

“We’ll be working with ER2015, Milton Keynes 
Council and the stadiummk management to 
ensure that the match is a success and entrench¬ 
ing the Saints’ place as the Aviva Premiership 
club for Milton Keynes, which in the future will 
bring more people to Northampton once 
Franklin’s Gardens has been expanded and we 


have completed our £6million development of 
the new Barwell Stand. 

“The game will also generate additional income 
which can be re-invested back into the club, 
notably the playing effort, to help keep us at the 
top of English and European club rugby. 

“We’ve played at stadiummk on a number of 
occasions now and know that it is a great rugby 
venue, especially when it is filled to capacity, and 
are looking forward to seeing the stands packed 
with our supporters.” 

Meanwhile, Northampton Borough Council 
leader Cllr David Mackintosh said that he under¬ 
stood why the decision had been made. 

“Obviously we would all prefer for the Saints to 
be playing a match like this at Franklin’s Gardens, 
but their involvement in the Rugby World Cup is 
great for them and great for rugby in our town,” 
he said. 

“This administration has been very supportive 
of the Saints, and we are proud of their achieve¬ 
ments and contribution to Northampton. I hope 
that now we have helped them to expand their 
stadium we will see more high profile games 
played at Franklin’s Gardens in the future.” 

England Rugby 2015 chief executive Debbie 
Jevans thanked the club for agreeing to move the 
game to Milton Keynes. 

“Testing is an important part of our prepara¬ 
tions for the tournament and this fixture will 
help us fine tune our plans for the three Rugby 
World Cup 2015 matches that will be hosted at 
stadiummk,” she said. 

“I would like to thank Northampton Saints for 
agreeing to move this fixture and I have no doubt 
that their supporters will make this a memorable 
occasion, playing their part in getting us ready to 
welcome the world next year.” 

MK Dons chairman Pete Winkelman said: “We 
are very much looking forward to welcoming 
Northampton Saints and Saracens back to stadi¬ 
ummk. 

“The two teams played out an exciting game 
here in December 2012 in front of a packed lower 
tier, however, with the upper tier having opened 
since then, it would be fantastic if we could set a 


new attendance record this time around. 

“The high-profile fixture provides the people of 
Milton Keynes and the surrounding areas with 
the perfect chance to warm up to Rugby World 
Cup 2015. It is also a great opportunity for us to 
work with England Rugby 2015 to ensure that 
delivery plans can be tested in advance of the 
tournament, in what promises to be a massive 
year for the sport and the city.” 

Premiership fixtures for 2014/15 were revealed 
on Friday with Saints handed a Friday night 
home opener to begin their title defence on 
September 5, when Gloucester will be the visitors 
to Franklin’s Gardens. 

Jim Mallinder’s men will then face two away 
days at Wasps on September 14 and Newcastle 
Falcons on September 21. 

The anticipated East Midlands derbies with 
Leicester Tigers will be at home on December 20, 
and then away on the final weekend of the regu¬ 
lar season on May 16. 

Saracens away will take place on November 22 
at Allianz Park. 

Director of Rugby Mallinder said: “It will be 
exciting to start the 2014/15 season under the 
lights on a Friday night and at home at Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

“The last time we played at home was the Aviva 
Premiership semi-final, and if we can start next 
season in the same type of atmosphere as we 
finished 2013/14 then it will be tremendous. 

“Gloucester have made a lot of changes behind 
the scenes this summer, and it will be an exciting 
test as well. 

“We know that as champions we are there to be 
aimed at and that every team we play will raise 
their game against us. The three away games at 
Wasps, Newcastle and London Irish will be diffi¬ 
cult, while Sale and Bath will no doubt be looking 
to take a step up from last season’s improve¬ 
ments. 

“I’m fully expecting the Aviva Premiership to be 
more competitive than ever this season. 

“But as always we will be taking it one game at 
a time and looking to get a positive result every 
week.”
